The  Hamburg  market  for  American  apples  as  evidenced  by  the  auction 
held  on  Thursday,  March  1C,  1927,  is  shoring  some  weakness  but  prices,  par- 
ticularly for  barreled  stock,  held  up  better  than  was  anticipated,  according 
to  quotations  cabled  by  Mr.  Edwin  Smith,  the  Department's  Eruit  Specialist 
in  Europe.    Prices  paid  for  barreled  varieties  continued  considerably  above 
the  range  prevailing  in  Liverpool  on  March  9,  but  most  of  the  boxed  apples 
sold  belo"  the  Liverpool  auction  level. 


Hamburg  surolies  of  both  bor.ed  and  barreled  stock  are  heavy,  states 
Mr.  Smith.    The  condition  of  many  of  the  barreled  aoples  was  poor.  Such 
fruit  sold  at  from  $2.31  to  $3.65  per  barrel.     Many  boxed  varieties  showeel 
heavy  (over  10,o)  decay.     Such  fruit  sold  at  from  $1.95  to  $2.55  per  box. 
barreled  apples  in  good  condition  ranged  from  $5.84  to  $7.54  per  barrel  as 
against  35.60  to  $3.03  per  barrel  last  week.    Good  condition  box  stock 
ranged  from  $2.19  to  $3.89  per  box  as  compared  with  $2.43  to  $4.87  per  box 
last  week.     Comparable  varieties  and  grades  of  good  condition  fruit  in  Liver- 
pool on  Wednesday,  March  9,  ranged  from  $4.01  to  $5.11  for  barreled  stock 
and  from  $3.35  to  $3.53  for  boxed  stock.
